SUMMING UP. 


IMPORTANT VICTORIES FOR TILDEN. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 26.—The result of an- 
other day’s caucusing and sweating is, that Til- 
den is still ahead in the race for the nomination. 
The Tammany opposition to him remains, but 
it has spent its force, and no longer effects any- 
thing upon delegates from other States unless 
it be to enlist them more actively for Tilden. 
The effective opposition to him is that of the in- 
flationists in Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, and 
Illinois, with scattering support from other 
Western States. Did they control these four 
great States they would make short work of 
him. Butthe events of the day demonstrate 
that they do not control those States. 

IN OHIO 
the test was made when Gen. Ewing was put in 
nomination in the delegation caucus for the 
Ohio member on the Committee on Resolutions. 
Ewing is the exponent of the ultra Bill-Allen 
rag repudiationists. He has been going to and 
fro here loaded to the muzzle with rag-repudia- 
tion resolution bombshelis and plots against 
the candidate of the bloated bondholders, and 
the Tildenites have watched his coming and 
going with manifest consternation. The 
plan was understood to de to get 
upon the Committee on Resolutions for 
the express purpose of exploding the Tilden 
hard-money platform. It was conceded that he. 
would be chosen to represent the State on the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, and, in view of the fact 
that the delegation was appointed by the Conven- 
tion which nominated the ancient Allen for the 
Presidency, it was supposed there would be very 
little opposition to Ewing. He was, however, 
elected by but 23 votes to 17 for his competitor, 
Judge ollins, and the seventeen,—with the 
Judge eighteen,—after a complimentary vote for 
Allen, and after Thurman is disposed of, 
WILL VOTE FOR TILDEN. 
Possibly some of them will not wait for Thurman 
to be out of the way but will vote for Tiden on the 
second ballot. This development of Tilden 
strength in the Ohio delegation, from which he had 
reason to anticipate the fiercest qpposition, has 
greatly encouraged Tilden’s backers. But, after 
all, should Thurman's prospects look promising, it 
will avail Tilden nothing, for, in tnat event, the Ohio 
delegation, with the exception of possibly half - a- 
dozen members, will support Thurman. 
TAMMANY PUT DOWN. 

Then, in New York, the Tildenites, after a bit- 
ter struggle, succeeded in caucus to-day in finally 
whipping in all but twelve of the delegates. The 

roceedings in the caucus, which lasted several 
ours, were especiaily lively, the hardest kind of 
hits being given and taken by Grand Sachem John 
Kelly, ex-Speaker neg oy and other of the 
anti-Tilden men. The first ballot was taken in- 
formally with a view to ascertaining the choice of 
the delegates for the first place on the tickets. 
It resulted: Tilden, 52; Seymour, 7; Hendricks, 
7; Church, 1; Hoffman, 1; Hancock, 1; Bayard, 
1—that is, eighteen anti-Tilden delegates out of 


the seventy cent from that State. Next, the Til-

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, June 26.—The South is the key of 
the situation. New York discovered that fact 
to-night, when the news came that Tilden had 
lost the Virginia delegation. Then there was 
hurrying to and fro, and blanched faces, and 
quaking hearts in the camp of the Tilden host. 
Cox arrived yesterday, and in less than 24 
hours he has revolutionized the situation. He 
found 700 delegates standing about, watching 
with aimless interest the fight in the New York 
delegation. It was absorbing all attention, and 
everybody was wondering how it would come 
out, without understanding why they should 
care about it at all. All the forces and appli- 
ances of the contingent hosts were turned upon 
New York, which was not a strategic point. 

COX TOOK IN THE SITUATION 

at a glance, and before he had been here four 
hours he had collected in his room every South- 
ern man of influence who was known to be op- 
posed to Tilden, There were Walker, Harman, 
and Lamb, of Virginia, Throckmorton, of Texas, 
Wade Hampton, and others of like calibre, ex- 
perience, and association. He organized a secret 
raid om the Southern delegation and to-day, 
before the Tilden men knew what was going on, 
the opposition missionaries had gone the rounds 
and laid out the work that is to prove fatal to Til- 
den. Even sipee the Convention in Virginia the 
delegation has been claimed by Tilden. It was 
telegraphed here that they were solid for the Great 
Pretenaer, and the tally-cards of all the Tilden 
— show the entire vote counted on their 
side. 


8 TO-DAY, 

after the opposition emissaries had visited them, 
a caucus was held. A proposition to vote as a 
unit for Tilden was voted down, after a desperate 
fight by those who had been drinking Dorsheimer’s 
champagne while@pledging the delegation to 
Slippery Sam. Subsequent votes showed a ma- 
jority against Tilden, andthe weakening process 
still going on. 

THE NEXT REPORTS 
came from Texas and North Carolina. The de- 
fection was not so great, yet it was quite as signifi- 
cant. Cox wasina mostamiable mood. He had 
been defeated for the temporary Chairmanship, but 
was about to win a greater victory to-night. He 
bas been to every Southern headquarters, and re- 
ports that the Tilden strength has been greatly 
overestimated. He ves Tilden a bare ma- 
jortty on the first ballot, with 
no reserve to draw from, and says that it is a hard 
fight, but quite certain to win. his change in the 
South, so far as it has taken place, is not the re- 
sult of Tamany’s war. 
THE CONVERTS 

have been made upon the simple representation 
that Tilden cannot carry New York. The charges 
affecting Tilden’s private character are not con- 
sidered at all, and it is believed that 
the opposition to him in New York is 
based upon improper or personal unds. Hence 
Tamman and Schell were unable to weaken any 

art of his line. They charged age net it cease- 
essly, but it stood like a stone wall, and, until to- 
day, showed no sign of yielding. 

THE IMPRESSION WAS MADE, 

when the point of availability was assailed * men 
who had no feeling of personal hostility to Tilden. 
His weakness at int is shown by con- 
sidering the position of the Southern delegates. 
They come here absolutely instructed. They have 
no candidate of theirown. Nearly all of them fa- 
vored Tilden because they liked him. He was not 
their choice, but they want success, and he was be- 
lieved to be the strongest man.

THE MYSTERIOUS TELEGRAPHER. 

New Lonk, June 22. 1876.—7o ihe Aditor of 
(he Herald; I have read in to-day's Herald Col. 
Thomas A. Scott's letter to Mr. Knott, under date 
of the 20thinst. 1 hope you can spare the space 
to let me expose the true inwardness of two of 
those wonderful cablegrams. Three years ago I 
was Mr. Josiah Caldwell’s confidential clerk: to- 
=a lam simply his friend. On May 31 I called at 
Col. Scott's oflice in Philadelphia to notify him that 
I expected he would very soon receive a cablegram 
from Mr. Caldwell, because 1 had cabled him the 
day before from —— — to cable nobody 
except Scott. I also explained to Col. Scott that 
on May 17 had mailed to Mr. Caldwell a news- 
paper excerpt giving Col. Scott’s evidence before 
the Judiciary Committee; that on its margin I had 
pencilea, ‘**Let somebody hear from yon 
he sme = meaning Mr. Caldwell’s friey#s in 
Boston, Col. Scott in Philadelphia, or myself in 
New York; that as 1 wae likely to stay at the Cen- 
tenniai until the Army of the Potomac Reunion, 
June 6, and my office in New York would be closed 
during my absence, and. Mr. Caldwell's lawyer in 
Boston probably absent, I had thought it best to 

revent any cavlegram from Mr. Caldwell beiny 
ost to direct it toward Col. Scott by the above die- 
patch. Col. Scott thereupon showed me the fol- 
lowing telegram which he had that day received 
from Mr. Caldwell: 

LONDON, May 31, 1876.—Your statement to the Con- 
gressional Committee on the lit relating to Fort 
Smith Railway bonds which you purchased of me is 
perfectly correct. I can more fully substantiate it if 
uCcCCesarv. 

Upon seeing that Mr. Caldwell's telegram fully 
corroborated Col. Scott s evidence, I expressed re- 
gret that Mr. Caldwell had not addressed it to the 
Judiciary Committee, and, calling his attention to 
Mr. Caldwell offer to more fully substantiate it 
necessary, I proposed to Col. Scott, very proper- 
ly, lL think, to telegraph Mr. Caldwell the exact 
situation into which adairs had drifted since his 
list newspaper advices from here, since the day 
after Col. Scott had testified, in fact, and ask him 
(Mr. C.) to cable direct to Mr. Knott the fuller de- 
nial which he offered to make. I estimated that 
this plan would require about 300 words and cost 
upwards of $250, an expenditure which I was not 
prepared to meet, and which, as Col. Scott has 
written, Ll asked him to pay. He declined to do so. 
In fact, as he has stated, he refused to have any- 
thing to do with it. 

Under the circumstances, in the face of the con- 
firmatory cablegram and the offer of fuller denial, 
which he bed just received from Mr. Caldwell, the 
propriety of Col. Scott's refusal was not apparent 
tome. And so it happened that in the discharge 
of what 1 considered an act of justice to Mr. 
Blaine, of my own volition, at my expense, with- 
out consulting anybody, I went direct to the tele- 
gaph office in Philadelyhia, and accepted Mr. Cald- 
Wells ollcr to ** more fully substantiate’ what he 
had that day cabled Col. Scott, by telegraphing 
him to say by wire, to the Judiciary Committee, 
exactly what 1 judged from his cabicgram to Col. 
Scott, und from the slight knowledge I had of his 
European engagements, he could truthfully say. 
The time-books of the Western Union Company 
will demonstrate that all the dispatches I refer to 
moved in the order I state; that several hours after 
Mr. Caldwell's voluntary denial had reached Col. 
Scott's hands I cabled him to send a fuller denial by 
cable to the Judiciary Committee. Some unfavora- 
ble comment has been made upon the fact that 
in my dispatch to Mr. Caldwell I prescribed his re- 
ply to the Committee. I believe that method is of 
common usage with people accustomed to sending 
long distance costly telegrams. If Col. Scott had 
provided the means perhaps I would have adopted 
another, more claborate manner; but I chose to 
dictate exactly what I thought Mr. Caldwell could 
and should say, simply because the money to pay 
for my telegram came from my own pocket, and 
the form 1 selected was the briefest, hence the 
cheapest, way of indicating the ground his reply 
should cover; for, be it observed, on May 31, Mr 
Caldwell’s latest newspaper advices were of May 
17, -— a variety of events bad occurred in the in- 
terval. 

I used our ordinary business key-word from the 
same motive,—economy, not secrecy. If Mr. 
Knott had inspected the cable code-book of the 
Western Union he could easily have discovered 
that Favo”’ signified exactly thie: 

From James C. Reed, No. 1198 Broadway, New York, 
2 Josiah Caldwell, No. 115 Cannon street, K. C., Lon- 

OR. 

But Favo“ costs, by cable-tariff, just 75 cents, 
and conveys the same information as if spread out 
1 in which case, in a cablegram to London, 
ite cost would exceed 816 in gold. Hence it ap- 
pears that one great mystery, over which a Com- 
mittee of the house of Representatives has puz- 
„led for a fortnight, was of easy solution, and 
originated in the desire of a very humble citizen 
to save $15. 

In fact my economy went further. To save the 
cost of a single word (about 85 cents) in my tele- 
gram to Mr. Caldwell, I wrote ‘‘Little Rock 
bonds, which @ stranger might construe to mean 
the municipal bonds of that city, and an intended 
quibble. r. Caldwell, in his telegram to the 
Committee, changed it so as to read; I never 
guve Blaine any Fort Smith Railway bonds,” an 
expression of more explicit meaning. 1 also wrote 
in wy proposed dispatch that he was, as I then sap- 
posed, building three European railroads.’’ A 
comparison of the two dispatches will show that he 
changed this into, have three foreign railway 
contracts upon my hands, whichis a very difler- 
ent thing. I think these alterations sufficiently 
prove that Mr. Caldwell did not 2 follow my 
dictation, aud that in adopting the other parts of 
my proposed dispatch from him to the Committee 
be made them entirely his own only because they 


were strictly true. 

I have to-day read that the telegraph clerk to 
whom I handed this notable dispatch yesterday 
testified that the sender declined to give his name 
and address, because it was not necessary. 
That has a very mysterious look! But I think he 
will remember that I said it was not necessary, be- 
cause he could get both from the Company's Signal- 
Code book if he was very curious about it; wdding, 
as he says laughingly, **‘ Make it John Smith.” To 
which he rephed: 

es, Ian get your real name and address up- 
stairs if we need it. 

If I had intended secrecy in thie matter I would 
have cabled Mr. Caldwell anonymously, and not 
have used our ordinary key-word, which gave cer- 
tain clew to the fullest particulars of my name and 
address. Nor would Iso openly have introduced 
Mr. Blaine s name in my dispatch, because at that 
time, as knew, its appearance therein 
was certain to attract the inquisitive 
attention of every operator - who and 
the message. If lsesid ‘* Mr. brown,” Mr. Cald- 
well would uot have misunderstood my meaning, 
because my first words. Dispatch received.“ 
connected its purpose with the ove Col. Scott 
just received. In fact, on handing my telegrum to 
the telegraph clerk I aid. 1 don’t want you to 
suppose there is anything secret about this. He 
will remember that.

An attempt was made yesterday by the in- 
flationists of the House to shape the policy 
and forestall the declaration of the St. Louis 
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@69c. Barley was firmer, at 58590 for 
June and 85c for new, seller September. 
Hogs were active and closed firm at 15c ad- 
vance, with sales principally at 85.906. 10. 
Cattle were quiet and unchanged. Sheep 
were nominal, only 262 head being received. 
One hundred dollars in gold would buy 
$112.12} in greenbacks at the close. 


If there was any progress toward shape in 
the amorphous inflammation at St. Louis 
yesterday, it would incline one to the belief 
that, when the thing festers in the middle of 
the week, the element which will be cast out 
will be ultra-inflation and rabid opposition to 
Trtpen. His chances have improved in the 
past twenty-four hours. The noble gang of 
seekers after truth et al., who have gone up 
out of Egypt and the rest of Illinois, met 
yesterday in an open hall, and, surrounded 
by a cordon of St. Louis loafers and elephant- 
hunters, split their own long ears as well as 
the shorter ones of the groundlings with 
stentorian billingsgate, and made the judi- 
cious grieve. An orator, at night splicing 
out an episode in Cuxist’s ministry with 
Evornz Suz’s most popular work, affixed the 
whole mosaic to Samurt J. Tiipen’s kite 
with the most stunning empressement. The 
hot section of a Turkish-bath, which the 
delegates are enduring at St. Louis, and the 
fact that Jon Porz Hopnetr is there in un- 
restricted possession of his mighty jaw- 
bone, will tend to an early nomination. 


During the days that the Democratic Con- 
vention is wrangling over the Presidential 
nomination, and with nearly a hundred Con- 
gressmen absent from their seats, it is quite 
possible that the condition of affairs in 
Washington will have become in the highest 
degree critical and alarming. There remain 
but four days more in which to pass the 
various appropriation bills, without which 
the Government must come to a dead stop. 
The Democrats of the, House have shown no 
disposition to meet the Senate half way 
in the effort to arrive at an agree- 
ment, but, instead, have appointed as 
the House members of the various Confer- 
ence Committees the identical men who are 
the most pronounced and obstinate in their 
determination ‘that no concessions shall be 
made. ‘The Senate will not surrender un- 
conditionally its convictions of right and ex- 
pediency at the behest of the malicious par- 
tisanship which has governed legislation in 
the House, and if, on the first of July, as now 
appears probable, no agreement shall have 
been reached, the responsibility will rest with 
the Democratic party. With the mails 
stopped, the Post-Offices and Custom-Houses 
closed, and all the machinery of the Govern- 
ment ata standstill, the St. Louis Conven- 
tion might as well have saved itself the 
trouble of meeting. 

THE INDIAN BUREAU. 

Last Tuesday Gen. Locan addressed the 
United States Senate in opposition to the 
bill which has already passed the House 
transferring the Indian Bureau from the In- 
terior to the War Department. While Tux 
Trrunz has been inclined to favor this 
transfer for reasons which it has frequently 
given, it must be admitted that Gen. Locan 
has been able to cite many good historical 
reasons for leaving the management of In- 
dian affairs where it now is, and we shall not 
be surprised to find that his argument has 
had weight with the Senate. For those in- 
terested in the subject we recapitulate the 
leading points of his address. 

Gen. Logan believes that the transfer pro- 
posed is really the beginning of a scheme for 
abandoning the Interior Department as one 
of the separate branches of the National Ad- 
ministration, and in proof points out that 
another bill has already been introduced into 
the House proposing the transfer of the Pen- 
sion Bureau to the War Department, and that 
he has also heard it proposed that the Land 
Office shall likewise be made a part of 
the War Department. Aside from this ob- 
jection, he urges that there is no 
middle ground between civilization and 
extinction for the Indians of this country, 
and the treatment that they receive from the 
Government must be in one direction or the 
other. He feels it to be a sacred duty to 
civilize and Christianize the Indians, and 
quotes the utterances of the early Presiden ts 
and statesmen to confirm this view. Now 
the transfer of the Indian service from the 
Interior to the War Department would be, 
he holds, a transfer from a peace policy to a 
war policy, and the latter is opposed to the 
civilizing and Christianizing of any race of 
people. He thinks the very name of the 
Department to which it is proposed to con- 
fide the administration of Indian affairs 
would carry with it a policy of hostility and 
a policy of coercion. In the course of his 
speech he charges that the War Department, 
then in control of Indian affairs, was re- 
sponsible for the Florida war, which cost 
the country $50,000,000 and 1,456 lives, and 
lasted seven years, This result, he says, was 
brought about by circumscribing the rights 
of the Indians and forcing upon them the 
idea that they were only temporary occu- 
pants of the soil. 

The strongest argument advanced by Gen. 
Loaan against the proposed transfer is in his 
review of the War Department’s dealings 
with the Indians during some fifty years 
when the army was intrusted with Indian af- 
fairs. He quotes from contemporaneous re- 
ports at various periods during this time to 
show that the administration was “ expen- 
sive, inefficient, and irresponsible,” which is 
the language used by the House Committee 
on Indian Affairs in 1834. In 1841 a Special 
Committee on Retrenchment in the House of 
Representatives speak of the prevailing sys- 
tem as “‘ equally injurious and unjust to the 
Government and the tribes.” He gives as 
instances of extortion reported from time 
to time that guns costing $7 in St. Louis 
were sold to the Indians for $30, axes costing 
374 cents apiece for $2, a couple of handfuls 
of salt for $1 which cost about 62 cents 
a bushel, kettles for $12 apiece which 
cost 25 cents a pound, and so on. Gen. 
Loan does not coincide with the 
belief that there is a higher grade 

of honor and integrity among officers of the 
army than among thg men selected for the 
civil service, and he says that every investi- 
gation has shown the proximity of soldiers 
and an Indian tribe to be mutually demoral- 
izing. He also reverts to the fact that, once 
immediately after the close of the War and 
onee since, there have been investigations 
looking to the transfer now proposed, and in 
both cases the finding was unfavorable to it. 

While Gen, Looan does not claim that the 
Indian service is now all that it should be, 
and admits there are serious defects, he 
maintains that the Indians are better off than 
they would We under military rule. The 
statistics show that there are 345 schools 
upon reservations with 11,000 scholars; that 
4 per cent of the entire Indian population now 
attend school, and 8 per cent are church. 
members; that there is an increase of 
births over deaths, which is a sign of prog- 
ress and ty that the Indians have 
ander 817,213 acres of land, pro- 


ducing 2,000,000 bushels of corn, 260,000 
bushels of wheat, 346,000 bushels of pota- 
toes, 171,000 bushels of oats, besides their 
vegetables, and that 44,000 Indians, or 16 
per cent of the whole, are now engaged in 
agricultural pursuits. He quotes from his- 
torical writers and investigators to show that 
agriculture is one of the best means for civ- 
ilizing the Indian, and says this aid would be 
almost lost if the service were handed over 
to the army officers. He also lays stress upon 
the duty of keeping the military subservient 
to the civil service in time of peace; and, 
believing that the present policy isin the 
direction of civijization, and that the ten- 
dency to extinction is passed, he made the 


following characteristic close : 

Why, sir, I turn away from the sad picture of the 
vast and look forward to what the future of this 
people may be if the policy now adopted is properly 
sustained, andthe system for accomplishing the 
work thoronghly and wisely revised and placed on 
a proper footing, 1 feel a deep anxiety to have my 
name recorded as one of the advocates and defend- 
ers of this policy. As I look forward and trace the 
history of the future, as the veil lifts year by year, 
and see one after another of the tribes gathered on 
suitable reservations, and gradually, though slow- 
ly, learning the arts of husbandry, and the children 
gathered in the schoolrooms and gradually acquir- 
ing an educatien; as I see the females, now beasts 
of burden, step by step acquiringtheir proper posi- 
tion in social life, it binds my heart to my country 
by anew tie. A 1 lengtben my gaze and look a 
little farther, I see waving fields of grain and 
happy homes where once roved the wild 
buifalo and wilder savages; the children of these 
once savage hordes have grown into manhood and 
womanhood; they have taken on them the habili- 
ments of civilization; and now no longer is the 
wild war-whoop heard from ocean to ocean; no 
longer is there need fora military post, scout, or 
soldier on our borders of civilization, for we have 
none save the ocean bounds east and west and na- 
tional bounds north and south. I catch one more 
glance before the vision fades, and | see these 
tribes, redeemed and Christianized, admitted to all 
the rights of civilization and citizenship, and side 
by side in these halls sit their representatives, and 
I listen in admiration while the native eloquence, 
now educated and trained in all the arts of elocu- 
tion and oratory, thrills with admiration the atten- 
tive audience. Sir, could 1 link my name with a 
measure which will result in this end, I feel sure 
that it will live and endure while the rolls and 
records of time endure, 


MR. HAYES’ HOME §PEECH. 

Every one who has read the speech made 
by Mr. Hares in reply to the cordial recep- 
tion tendered him by his fellow-citizens of 
Fremout oi his return home, must have been 
impressed with the warmth and depth of 
feeling it exhibited, and the modesty, apt- 
ness, and good taste of his words. It was 
no time nor place for the discussion of the 
great issues of the day. He had returned to 
his home, not even as Governor of the State, 
but as a private citizen, recently nominated 
to the place of first citizen in the Republic. 
His old friends and neighbors naturally 
sought an expression of their satisfaction at 
the honor conferred upon him, and, through 
him, upon them also. There was no thought 
of party distinctions. They turned out— 
men, women, and children—to welcome him 
home. They illuminated their houses. They 
had out their bands. It was a social, friend- 
ly, neighborly demonstration, and in no sense 
political. It is a credit to Gov. Hayrs 
that he appreciated the character of the 
reception so thoroughly and responded to it 
so earnestly. It elicited from him a kindly 
and homelike feeling. He called over the 
names of men he had looked up to and as- 
sociated with, which were asdear and honor- 
able to the people of Fremont as any that 
are written in history in letters of gold. He 
spoke the love he has for his home and his 
neighbors. He told them of the pleasure he 
anticipated in returning to them without re- 
gard to the issue recently put upon him. He 
begged their sympathy and prayerful aid to 
assist him in the discharge of the great re- 
sponsibility he might be called on to assume, 
and followed Linco:n in saying that without 
such support he could not hope to succeed, 
but with it he could not fail. He hoped 
there would be no bitterness, no abuse or 
vituperation in the treatment of the candi- 
date who shall be nominated at St. Louis. 
The speech was in every essential such a 
one as should have come froma gentleman 
in Mr. Hayzs’ present position in talking to 
his immediate friends and neighbors. It was 
throughout the utterance of a private citizen, 
and there was a conspicuous absence of every 
suggestion of the politician. It breathed the 
simplicity, purity, patriotism, and good feel- 
ing which are necessary to areturn to the 
ancien regime of American public life. It 
forecast an abandonment of the exciting 
character and bitter controversies of latter- 
day politics for the quiet, unostentatious, 
peaceful, modest, dignified pursuit of good 
Government, such as the cosy little town of 
Fremont probably enjoys. It was such a 
speech as Lincoun might have made under 
the same circumstances, except that it was 
devoid of the humor LIxcolx would proba- 
bly have put into it. It was the hopeful ex- 
pression of a man who assumes public posi- 
tion and responsibility as a duty, ready to 
discharge it to the best of his ability if called 
upon, but willing enough that it shall fall 
upon some one else if the people so desire. 
It certainly looks as though Rutuerrorp B. 
Harrs is just the sort of man the American 
people have been looking for in the present 
emergency. 

BRUTE FORCE IN POLITICS. 

The preliminaries of the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention at St. Louis afford a spec- 
tacle which is not very encouraging to those 
simple-minded and credulous people who 
have been carried away by the Democratic 
hullabaloo of reform. If there are any de- 
cent, sober-minded, or reasonable people in 
the Democratic party, we commend this spec- 
tacle to them also. The whole people may 
contemplate the scene with profit, as indi- 
cating what may occur should the Democratic 
ticket be successful next fall. The hotels 
and public places of St. Louis on Sunday 
were in the possession of a howling, drunken 
Democratic mob. The ordinary quiet of the 
Lord's Day was disturbed by the unseemly 
wrangling, cursing, and fighting of fac- 
tions, which at last reached such a dis- 
graceful pitch that the police force of the 
city had to be called in to preserve the peace. 
The field was occupied by two mobs of 
bruisers and plug-uglies, the one headed 
by Morrissey, fighting for Tr.pen, the other 
by Kr, the Tammany Sachem, fight- 
ing against Ton. All day long the ruf. 
fans and shoulder-hitters of Tammany and 
the Bowery gulped down the wretched St. 
Louis whiskey. They wrangled, yelled, and 
vociferated in the hotel corridors, They 
gathered in crowds on the streets and cursed 
each other, They swarmed in the saloons, 
dena, and dives, and smashed each other's 
noses and blackened each other's eyes, If 
there are any respectable men in the delega- 
tions or among the managers, they prudent- 
ly kept out of sight, for these Democratic 
patriots of Tammany and the reformers from 
the Bowery, when inflamed with whisky, are 
no respecters of persona. Mere is no seour- 
ity for a Demooratio Swallowtail when the 
Democratic Shorthair is on the rampage. | 
Between tho disputes, knock-downs, and 
drag-outa of the respective factions, the 
Democratic reformers succeeded in organiz- 


ing hall in St. Louis in a surprisingly short 
period of time, in filling the day with bed- 
lam and drunkenness and the night with 
fighting and brutal assaults, until at last the 
authorities of the city were compelled to call 
in the police to restore order, and secure the 
people of St. Louis their personal safety. 

These disgraceful scenes were not a mere 
incident of the day, nor the accidental conse- 
quence of the universal guzzling of whisky. 
The two factions, headed by Mornisszy and 
KeLLy, were organized in New York and 
taken to St. Louis for the express purpose of 
carrying the Convention as they carry ward- 
meetings at home—by bullying, blustering, 
knocking down, and dragging out. They 
were taken there to prevent free discussion, 
and overwhelm the respectable minority of 
the Convention. They were taken there to 
secure a nomination by brute force, and, 
from the way in which they have com- 
menced their work, it begins to be apparent 
that if Mr. Tu. os is nominated, it will not 
be because a majority of the delegates unite 
upon him as a faithful representative of 
Democratic theories, but because the T1LDEN 
faction, under the lead of Monnisszr, can 
drink longer, howl louder, and hit hard- 
er than the other faction, and that 
if he is defeated, it will not be 
because he is not available or capable, but 
because KxLLxr's bruisers are more powerful 
than Morrissry'’s. The action of the Con- 
vention will be inspired by whisky and 
brawn, instead of wisdom and brain. 

The contrast between the preliminaries of 
St. Louis and Cincinnati is a notable one. 
Political prejudices are not any stronger at 
St. Louis than they were at Cincinnati. The 
legitimate excitement does not run any 
higher. The friends of Mr. Bram were 
just as resolute that he should be elected as 
are the friends of Mr. TWDEN. The oppo- 
netits of Mr. BLalxx were just as much in 
earnest as the opponents of Mr. TIIprx. 
The excitement at Cincinnati was even more 
intense, for Mr. BLAlxx had played so prom- 
inent a part before the whole country that 
the whole country was watching the con- 
test, irrespective of party, and the con- 
test was fought out between Blum and 
anti-BLarve men from all over the country. 
The Tilo contest, on the other hand, is 
circumscribed within the limits of New York 
State. It is fought by factions from New 
York, and the rest of the Convention will be 
hurled this way or the other as one or the 
other of these factions is strongest. And 
yet with party feelings and prejudices 
wrought up to their highest pitch in Cin- 
cinnati, there was no desecration of the Sab- 
bath; no howling mobs in the streets frenzied 
with hate and whisky; no drunkenness, no 
fighting, no necessity for interference of the 
police. The preliminaries of the Convention 
were peaceful. The proceedings of the Con- 
vention were dignified. It was a fair, open- 
handed, manly contest. 

We commend this contrast to rational, 
thinking people, who believe that politics 
should be dominated by reason and not by 
brute force. We commend to them the 
spectacle of Democratic leaders and professed 
reformers importing mobs of several hundred 
professional bruisers, shoulder-hitters, and 
plug-uglies from the slums of New York, 
making the Sabbath hideous with their 
orgies, and establishing such a reign of dis- 
order and ruffianly violence that the police 
have to be calledin. We specially commend 
it to any person who has been taken in with 
the Democratic pretense of reform and 
purity in politics. If such things happen in 
the green leaf, what will be in the dry ?

THE LATE INDIAN BATTLE. 
The details of the battle which was fought 


on the 17th inst. at the head-waters of Rose- 
bud Oreek, between the Sioux, numbering 
2,600, under Srrrmma But1-or-Tee-Norra, 
and Gen. Croox’s column of cavalry, num- 
bering 1,300, show that what at first ap- 
peared to be a victory was in reality tanta- 
mount to a defeat, and that the ignorant 
Indian warriors were led with more skill] 
than our own seasoned and disciplined 
troops. We print elsewhere the details of 
this disastrous attack upon the Sioux. From 
the account it eppears that Gen. Croox left 
his camp on the 16th with what appeared to 
be a formidable expedition—five companies 
of infantry mounted, and two hundred and 
fifty Snake and Crow scouts. After an ad- 
vance of 45 miles, the Sioux were discovered 
by the Snakes holding a magnificent position 
commanding the ravines through which the 
troops would have had to pass had they not 
been discovered. The Snakes and Crows 
made the first attack, but were soon 
driven back by overwhelming num- 
bers. The troops then charged upon 
them, but the Indians, after firing 
a destructive volley, retired and took 
up a new and still stronger position on high- 
er points beyond, with skirmishers thrown 
out. Forsome time the Sioux alternately 
lost and held their positions, but every time 
they retired they found a position stronger 
than the one they had left. Our troops 
acted under conflicting orders, causing un- 
necessary sacrifice of life. As one incident 
of the bungling manner in which the battle 
was fought, it is stated that the Crows were 
charged by our troops, and before the mis- 
take was discovered a volley was discharged 
at them, and then our troops retired. Just 
at the time when the troops had the Indians 
at an advantage the left of the line was or- 
dered by Gen. Croox to fall back and con- 
nect with the right, so as to make a general 
advance. It proved the disaster of the bat- 
tle, and ended in a virtual defeat. The 
Sioux held all the highest ground, and sub- 
jected our troops to a terrible enfilading fire. 
They attacked in front, on the rear, and 
sometimes opened fire on both sides at 
once. They fought their battle in a masterly. 
way. At last, after a severe loss, a junction 
of the line was formed, and the Sioux were 
driven from their vantage ground, but Gen. 
Croox could not follow them. The country 
appeared dangerous, and he ordered his line 
to fall back. The most humiliating feature 
of the affair is the action of the Crows, who 
determined to return home because they had 
not been properly supported by the troops. 
At last accounts the Snakes remained with 
Gen. Croox, but they also were so dissatis- - 
fied that they can hardly be relied upon. 
The responsibility for the disaster does not 
rest upon the troops. All accounts agree 
that they fought bravely and desperately, 
even in the face of conflicting orders, and 
with all the advantages of position in favor 
ofthe enemy. The fatal mistake seems to 
have been in attacking with cavalry 
where cavalry could not operate, instead 
of with rifemen and sharpshooters. Gen. 
Onoox has heretofore borne the reputation of 
being a gallant and skillful Indian-fighter. 
How an officer so well acquainted with In. 
dians and their manner of warfare could have 
made such @ mistake as to send a cavalry 
force into a ravine, the bluffs of which were 
swarming with Indians, who, every time 
they retired, could take still higher positions, 
issingular, to say the least. That Gen. 


Cacox should be unable to follow up the 


* 


Sioux and have to fall back for reinforce- 
ments when his ammunition was only half 
exhausted, is tantamount to an acknowledg- 
ment of defeat. That he should have lost 
such gallant scouts as the Crows appear to 
have been is deplorable.

BRISTOW AT CINCINNATI. 

The speech of Mr. Barstow at Cincinnati 
will be gratefully accepted by the great mul- 
titude of the Republican party. It will be 
read with interest, because it discloses the 
principles and policies which the great Sec- 
retary would have favored had he been nom- 
inated and elected, and it discloses how 
clearly and emphatically those principles 
and policies have been adopted by the Re- 
publican party, and are involved in the elec- 
tion of Hayes and WII. He gave an 
admirable analysis of the Cincinnati plat- 
form ; but he struck the popular feeling when 
he referred to that part of the platform re- 
lating to the reform of the civil sercice. 
We reproduce what he said on this point, 
because it will bear repeated readings, and 
cannot be too widely circulated. Here is 


what he said: 

The Convention has given usa eimple and easy 
method of reforming our civil service, which is 
neither more nor less than the practical application 
in public affairs of the rule which works so well in 
private life—that every man should mind his own 
business and leave others to do likewise. Mem- 
bers of Congress whom the Constitution charges 
with legisiative duties ehould not dictate appoint- 
ments to office as rewards for personal political 
service, but should leave the Executive free to ex- 
ercise his constitutional functions in the selection 
of officers with reference to honesty, fidelity, and 
capacity under the sanction of bis oath to take care 
that the laws are faithfully executed. When this 
distinction between legislative and executive func- 
tions comes to be fully recognized and observed it 
will be easy enough for the Executive to reform 
and elevate our civil service. Without this it is 
impossible. The Convention has struck a blow at 
the very root of the evil, and has indicated the true 
remedy forthe dangerous tendencies of a practice 
which comes down to us from the Democratic 
party. The platform pledges the party to speedy, 
thorough, and unsparing prosecation and punish- 
ment of all public officers who betray official trust. 
[Great applause.] The Convention did not stop to 
consider, as some would have us do, whether such 
prosecutions and punishments would be faithful to 
the party. It has given public notice that plun- 
derers of the public revenue and corrupt officials, 
whether Democrats or Republicans, mast meet as 
they deserve the rigors of our criminal statutes. 


Gen. Bristow expressed in this emphatic | 


declaration the views of the great mass of 
the people of the country, and especially of 
the Republican voters. ‘The Constitution, 
with wise forethought, excluded Congress 
from any participation in the selection of 
officers, and placed that power exciusively 
in the hands of the Executive. The framers 
of the Constitution well knew that nothing 
could be so degrading and corrupting to 
Congress, nor so utterly demoralizing to the 
public service, as to permit the members to 
have any voice whatever in the appoint- 
ments to office. The independence of the 
Executive is an impossibility so long as 
members of Congress can demand and dic- 
tate appointments, and an Executive who is 
the mere clerk to register and redeem prom- 
ises made by members uf Congress to Con- 
vention-packers and caucus-bummers is not 
the Executive which the Constitution of the 
United States provided. The absorption of 
the entire patronage of the Government by 
members of Congress has placed in the 
hands of the latter a means of bribery which 
has had the natural effect of enabling men 
to get into Congress and keep there who are 
neither creditable to the country nor service- 
able to anybody buta few desperate local 
politicidas. It has also had the effect of fill- 
ing the public service with the mere personal 
retainers of members of Congress, and not 
with men in any sense public servants. The 
rank and file of the public service hold their 
offices as personal gifts from Senators and 
Representatives, and therefore hold in con- 
tempt their superiors. The President dare 
not remove them without seeking a personal 
breach with the Senatorial patron; and it is 
only by such means as Bristow employed 
that the Executive can get rid of a dishonest 
member of the public service. There can be 
no reform of the public service until the 
Executive is restored to that independence of 
Congress in the matter of appointments 
which the Constitution gives him. There 
can be no reform in the public service until 
Senators and Representatives are taught by a 
fearless Executive that they have no right, 
moral or legal, and shall not be permitted to 
dictate the appointment of any person to the 
civil service. When Congressmen shall be 
thus thrust out of the patronage business, 
and the President and the Executive Depart- 
ments are permitted to select honest and 
capable men to perform the public business, 
then it will be possible to dispense with at 
least one-third of the numerical force now 
necessary because of the incapacity of the 
men forced on the Government by members 


of Congress. 
Mr. Bristow, speaking from an experience 


of a most successful struggle to purify one 


branch of the public service, knows exactly 
where the abuse exists. He had the 
courage to strike without asking 
any permission. He made himself de- 
tested in Congress, but respected by the 
people, because he had public thieves in- 
dicted, arrested, convicted, and sentenced 
without asking permission of the Senators 
and Representatives who had these thieves 
appointed to the offices they dishonored. In 
at least one State he indicted or dismissed 
every Officer of the revenue appointed by 
the Senators and Representatives from that 
State. He emptied the public offices of all 
the thieves, and thereby secured a delegation 
to Cincinnati under the lead of a Senator, a 
Congressman, and an organ-grinder protest- 
ing that Barstow had injured the Republican 
party by laying his hands on the thieves who 
were robbing the Treasury. Mr. Bristow 
knew it was his duty to have the revenue 
honestly collected, and that it was not the 
business of members of Congress to interfere; 
so he ordered the arrest of every Supervisor, 
Collector, Storekeeper, Gauger, Clerk, and 
other person who was defrauding the 
Treasury; he dismissed every man in 
his Department who was connected 
with the dishonesty; he demanded 
such changes in the legal depart- 
ment as would enable him to prosecute 
the guilty, and then entering the Courts im- 
peached the whole body and demanded judg- 
ment on them for their crimes. He had not 
even notified a Senator of what he was going 
to do; he attended to his business and left 
Congressmen to attend to theirs; be incurred 
the eternal enmity of the politicians, but won 
the enduring confidence of the people, He 
was rejected by the Cincinnati Convention, 
but he named the man who is to be next 
President, and in the platform of the party 
is written the solemn pledge that in the next 
Administration Senators and Representatives 
in Congress are to be recognized no more in 
the matter of making appointments to the 
civil service of the country. 

When Gen. Barstow spoke of this part of 
the platform, he knew he uttered the senti- 
ments of the American people, and he knew 
also that he was but giving expréssion to the 
views of the gallaut soldier and honest stutes-

$6 a day and 30 cents per mile. March 19, 
1816, the compensation was fixed at $1,500 a 
year and 30 cents a mile. This was the 
‘*back-pay act which defeated nearly every 
member who voted for it; it was repealed 
in February, 1817. In January, 1818, the 
pay was fixed at $8 per day and 40 cents per 
mile, and no change was made until August, 
1856, when the pay was fixed at $3,000 a 
year, and the mileage remained the same. 
In July, 1866, the compensation was changed 
to $5,000 a year, and the mileage was re- 
duced to 20 cents per mile. Both of these 
acts were passed at the first session of the 
respective Congresses, just before the, elec- 
tions for the succeeding Congresses, and were 
in no sense grabs like the act of {1873. 
They applied to the current Congress, and 
not, like the act of 1873, to a two-years’ serv- 
ice that had expired before the law was en- 
acted. Mr. Hayes wasa member of the House 
when this act of 1866 was passed, but voetd 
against the bill. He, however, with every 
member of both Houses, took the increased 
compensation. There was not an objection 
in the country by any person of either party. 

It was acquiesced in by both parties; the 
action of Congress was entirely free of any 
secrecy or grab. Congress met in Decem- 
ber, 1865, andin the Appropriation bill of 
that session the increase was voted. In the 

act of 1873 the increase was not voted until 

the last hour of the last session, when the 

whole term of the members had expired. In 

the case of the act of 1866, the increase was 

voted in the first session. Among those 

drawing the increased pay under the act of 

1866 were the following Democrats: Sen- 

ators HEN DHICERS, of Indiana; Dooxirriez, of 

Wisconsin; Reverpy Joanson, Lyman Trvum- 

BULL, and all the other Democrats in both 

Houses of Congress. The attempt to make

It is pointed out by the Eastern journals 
that, notwithstanding the decline in railroad 
rates, the rate on grain from Chicago to Liv- 
erpool remains about the same. When the 
rates from Chicago to New York are 21 
cents, the ocean carriers must content them- 
selves with 9 cents, but when the rates be- 
tween Chicago and New York go downto 12 
cents, the ocean people want 18. It is also a 


fact that the lowest ocean rate is much higher 


than the present lake rate, which is about 2} 
cents a bushel from Chicago to Buffalo, 
which is nearly 1,000 miles. This would in- 
dicate a large demand for the ocean-carrying 
trade, which in turn would indicate that Europe 
is in need of American breadstuffs in more 
than an average degree. This construction 
may possibly compensate for the equaliza- 
tion of rates by the higher ocean charges.

THE COTTAGE BY THE SEA. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasuinoron, D. C., June 26.—The President 
has decided to go to Long Branch to-morrow, 
but has changed his mind.

DROWNING ACCIDENT. 


Two Men Foundered in a Boat During the 
Storm. 

In the fearful storm of wind and rain that struck 
this city from the east shortly after 9 o'clock last 
evening, the shipping at the mouth of the river and 
on the lake shore sustained some consider- 
able damage. but as far as could be 
learned nothing serious happened with 
the exception of a drowning accident at the foot of 
Twelfth street. Shortly before the storm arose, 
and while the elements were raging over the lake, 
two men hired a small boat from a boat-owner 
named Custor, whose location ie at the foot of 
Twelfth street. When the storm struck the 
Western shore of the lake, the men found 
themselves about 500 yards from the shore, 


in a boat that was rapidly being 
swamped. They shouted for help, and soon 
ard 


gained the attention of a party who were on 
a refreshment-boat owned by William Bennett. 
which was anchored some distance farther out. 
Mr. Bennett and Mr. John Lynch, a boat-owner 
who was on board, at once started in a yawi- 
boat to the rescue, and coming up 
to the foundering boat succeeded in saving a man 
who had sunk twice, and was going down 
forthe third and last time. His companion had 
already sunk, and although Mr. Lynch dived twice 
he was unable tofind him. The storm increas- 
ing, they were forced to put back. Upon reach- 
ing the boat the rescued man was restored to 
consciousness, aud gave his name as Baxter Cobb, 
of No. 363 South Canal street. The name of his 
companion he could not recollect, but thinks that 
he will be abie to learn it and his place of resi- 
dence to-day. Both Bennett and Lynch deserve 
the greatest credit for their bravery in attempting 
the rescue im so rough a sea and so tenipestuous a 


storm. 

The folly of renting out small boats to whoever 
apply for them hasalready been pointed out in 
these columns, and the attention of the Common 
Council has more than once been called to these 
death dealing, umseaworthy crafts. The folly 
reaches a climax, however, when boat-owners are 
so mercenary as to rent out boats when a squall is 
in full view and threatening every moment to dash 
upon them.

rueli's and not Lord Derby's. The correspondent 
says that the @:ason why such obstinate silence has 
been observed in Parliament on the policy of the 
Government onthis question is that the debate 
would make manifest those differences, which 
could not fail to prove — eed to the Gov- 
ernment. Lord Derby and Sir Stafford Northcote, 
the Chancellor of the «Exchequer, on one hand, 
and Premier Hunt, the First Lord of the Admiral- 
ty, and the Marquis of Salisbury, Secretary of 
State for India, on the other, are widely at variance 
on the extremely serious point of the amount of 
support to be awarded to Turkey by England in 
the event of a crisis. Every one is ho * for the 
best, but nobody's eyes can be closed e alarm- 
ing resemblance that the present situation bears to 
that immediately preceding the Crimean war. If 
it is or not this time the forerunner of hostilities, 
it certainly will not be owing to the stir and en- 
ergy in time of peace of Disraeli's Government.

THE REMOVAL OF THE BODIES OF MEMBERS 
OF THE ORLEANS FAMILY. 


London Times, June 9. 

The President of the French Republic having 
consented to the mortal remains of the late King 
Louis Philippe, his Queen Marie Amelie, and other 
members of the Orleans family, until now buried 


at Weybridge, being interred in the family 
burying- place Dreux, in Normand the 
Comte de Paris came over from France 


on Wednesday for the purpose of superin- 
tending their removal, accompanied by his 
Secretary and the Abbe Berthe, a French Roman 
Catholic priest. The Royal remains were taken 
from the vaults of the Roman Catholic Chapel at 
Weybridge at 3 o'clock yesterday morning. The 
remains of the Duchess of Orleans, the only Prot- 
estant among the number, were first taken out of 
the vault. A short mass was afterwards said over 
the bodies of all the others, who were Roman Cath- 
olics, and a special train, with the Comte de Paris 
and his attendants, left Weybridge at 6:10 a. m. 

On arrival at Southampton,’ the was taken 
alongside the Dock-quay, where was berthed one 
of the London, Chatham; and Dover Company's 
steamships, the Samphire, commanded by Capt. 
Pittock, which had been chartered and sent round 
for the pu The several cofiins were immedi- 
ately transferred from the railway ca to the 
steamer, under the superintendence of Mr. P. 
Hedger, of the Dock Company, and Mr. J. W. 
Dyson, of the London and Southwestern Railwa 
Company. By 9 o’clock the Samphire had steam 
out of dock for Honficur. 

There were in all ten coffins, —the first to be re- 
moved, as at Weybridge, being that containing the 
remains of the Duchess of Orleans. Then followed 
in suceession those of King Louis Philippe, the 

neen Marie Amelie, tae Duchesse d’'Aumale, the 

rince de Conde, and five of the Royal chil- 
dren, one bear the name of the young 
Duc de Guise, and the others having no names 
onthem. An eleventh case contained the heart 
of the Prince de Conde embalmed in an urn. 
The whole proceedings had been kept so strictly 
private that, beyond the officials and those con- 
cerned, not a score of persons witnessed what may 
with propriety be termed an interesting historical 
incident. The after-part of the Samphire, where 
the coffins were arranged in rows, that of the 
Duchess of Orleans beinga little apart from the 
rest, was draped with black cloth. The British en- 
sign floated from the peak halyards, and the French 
tricolor from the mainmast, bothathalf-mast.

wad MARKETS. 

The leading produce markets were rather quiet 
yesterday, —the most doing being in corn and oats. 
There was not much change in prices, except in 
wheat, which wae depressed by the belief that the 
recent scare about Minnesota was largely without 
foundation. The receipts were fairin volume, 
and there was little done for shipment except in 
corn, the forwarding movement being doll, —as it 
will probably remain till after the holidays. The 
weather was tantalizingly uncertain. 

The dry-goods trade was quiet yesterday. Be- 
yond the execution of orders received through the 
mails, there was very little done, few buyers 
being present In person. There was a steady firm 
tone in the market for cotton productions. Gro- 
ceries were in fair demand and ruled firm, —ceoffees 
and sugars especially so. Both of these articles 
are higher at the East, and an advance here seems 
imminent. Sirups and molasses show increased 
strength in sympathy with engare. Teas are mov- 
ing on a generous scale, but do not display much 
firmness, the excessive supply serving to keep 
values depressed. There was less activity in the 
butter trade, but in other respects the position of 
the market wae without noticeable change. Cheese 
was in moderate request at previous quotations, 
or at None for good to best factory. The fish 
and dried-fruit markets were without new features. 
Oils were fairly active and generally firm. Carbon 
advanced another 4c, otherwise Saturday's quota- 
tions were unchanged. Coal, wood, leather, 
bagging, painte, and colors were unchanged. 

Cargo lumber met with a fair inquiry yesterday 
at unchanged prices. The yard trade was mod- 
erate.

THE INDIAN WAR. 
Crook's Fight with the Sioux 
Almost a Savage Victory. 


Gallant Conduct of the Troops---The 
Sioux Warriors Magnificently 
Led. 


Bravery of the Friendly Indians--Crook Falls Back 
for Supplies and Ammunition. 


Correspondence New York Heraid. 

Grex. Croox’s Camp, Bia Hon Expeprtion 
Goosz CRX, June 19, 1876, via Fort Frrrer- 
MAN, June 23, 1876.—An important battle was 
fought day before yesterday at the head waters 
of Rosebud Creek, about 50 miles north, be- 
tween the hostile Sioux, numbering 2,500, under 
Sitting Bull of the North, and the column under 
command of Brig.-Gen, George Crook, com- 
posed of 1,300 mounted soldiers. The fight 
lasted five hours, and resulted in the discom- 
fiture of the savages, although not before they 
had inflicted on the troops a loss of ten killed 
and twenty wounded. On their own side they 
sacrificed by the bold attack which they made 
about 100 warriors and an equal number of 
ponies, but thereby saved for the time beinz 
their village, which, according to the guide, lay 
at a distance of only 6 miles from the battle- 
field. 

THE MARCH. 

The active colnmn of the expedition left the 
camp for supplics established on this stream 
early on the morning of June 16,—Gen. 
Crook at its head,—intending to penctrate 
northward to the grand Sioux village, with 
the hope of reaching it and learning its 
designs before being obtiged to fight. His plan was 
to repeat the achievement of last winter with more 
complete success. Five companies of infantry, 
witha party of twenty civilians, were mounted on 
mules borrowed from the pack-train, and only four 
days’ rations andone blanket were allowed each 
man as luggage. No means of transportation were 
taken, except riding horses and mules, and two 
sumpter-mules to carry hospital necessities and 
pioneer-tools. A force so well equipped for rapid 
and effective service never before moved against 
the Sioux. Two hundred and fifty Snakes and 
Crows marched as scouts, provided with Govern- 
ment arms, led by Chiefs Louisante Cosgrove, Old 
Crow, Medicine Crow, and Good Heart. Dav be- 
fore yesterday a march of 35 miles was made, when 
the force bivonacked at the head-waters of the 
Rosebud, between high blutfs, where it was nec- 
esary to form a hollow-square in anticipation of a 
night-attack, as the Crows had reported fresh 
Sens of Sioux, andthe movement of the buffalo 
indicated they were near. There was no molesta- 
tion, however, and the march was resumed in the 
morning at half-past 5, in two columns. 

THE ENEMY. 

But 10 miles were traversed down the valley of 
the stream when a sudden halt was made at a wild 
signal of the Suakes galloping up and shouting, 
Sioux! Sioux!” At the same time shots were 
fired rapidly beyond the low hills bordering on the 
stream. Other friendly Indlans who had been out, 
on espying the enemy, dashed down into the val- 
ley, wildly gesticulating and calling to their littie 
bands to arm and mount. The jaded ponies were 
exchanged for fresh ones. The Crows formed lu 
rank, and stood singing their war-song, and wel- 
coming their scouts, who came flying back to the 
accompaniment of shots fired beyond the hills, as 
if hotly pursued. In a moment, all the Snakes and 
Crows rusheu in the direction, and war-yells arose 
as they caught a glimpse of their ancient foes. 
Good Heart was pursued by two Sioux te the edge 
of the valley. whither he hurried to give the alarm, 
and there, on the summit of a hill, turning on 
one of them, he pulled him from his pony by the 
hair as he dealt the death-stroke and quickly scalp- 
ed him. Gen. Crook wished fret to advance tho 
soldiers against the Sioux, whose shouts indicated 
they were driving the few scouts still absent from 
the column back to it for refuge, but the Crows 
could not be restrained. The Snakes and Crows 
charged the Sioux, and on the first onset made 
them rapidly recede. Then ensued a desnitory 
ficht for half an hour, the troops in the valley be- 
ing delayed from rendering support by the neccasi- 
ty of saddling their animals. Capt. Kane's in- 
fantry company was the first to advance to the crest 
of the rigge north of the valley, and there opened 
fire. Secing the Crows and Snakes pressed back 
by the masses of Sioux and flying before them, —a 
high steep ridge being peopled by them, and their 
fire deadly,—the infantry charged directly up the 
narrow backbone, stopping at every crest to level a 
volley at thom, but saw them retire only to hold 
ageinst them still higher points beyond. They had 
takcn 

A MAGNIFICENT POSITION 

on the stream, commanding the ravines through 
which the troops would probably have and 
where they might have been slaughtered like sheep 
before a charge could have been made. Capt. Kane 
held the first crest next the valley fftcen minutes. 
The battalion of the Second Cavalry, under Capt. 
Noyes, charged a crest farther north, and, when 
dismounted, pouredin two volleys. This move- 
ment was ‘rlormed for the purpose of preventing 
the Sioux from ining their lost ground. Capt. 
Mills, atthe bead of a battalion of the Third Cav- 
alry, moved forward through Noyes’ ranks, and 
charged the next higher crest, where be dismount- 
ed, and his men, lying down, maintained a steady 
fire for half an hour against the crowd of Sioux 
skirmishers, who lay partly concealed. The Crows, 
who had been withdrawn from the front of the 
troops, made another charge, and again fell 
back. The Sioux, now become more bold, were 
creeping forward and getting ready to make 
a dash, when Mills moved up the side af the mound 
which peotected them, and again drove them back. 
This time their flight would have been final, but 
for an order received to wheel to the right and 
charge certain points where small groups of Sioux 
were harassing his flank. As he approached they 

ave him several heavy volleys, but broke and ran. 
Phe battalion halted in the captured bluffs, when 
an aid of Gen. Crook's delivered the command to 

CEASE FIRING, 
and advanced directly north along the stream to 
the Sioux village, supposed by the guides to be 
only 6 miles distant. Capt. Noyes was to follow 
and support him; but. before moving. he received 
counter orders, the Crows having changed their 
opinion about the location of the village. 
Nickerson was sent to direct Mille to return, 
but did not overtake him until after he had 
proceeded 4 miles. Meanwhile Col. Royal, in 
command of all the cavairy, but in immediate charge 
of the left of the line, com of Com es D, 
F. B., and L of the Third Cavalry, Capt. Henry, 
battalion commander; Companies C and G, ander 
Capt. Varniiet, squadron commander; and Capt. 
Andrews’ troop of the Second Cavalry, had a ter- 
rible task to perform. Your correspondent was 
with him through the fight, and observed that he 
manipulated his men under the difficult and 
CONFLICTING ORDERS 

from his superior with consummate skill, altho 
he could not prevent — rer sacrifice of life 
without risking the penalty of disobedience. The 
left wing of cavalry went forward on a trot to sec- 
ond the advance of Capt. Mills on the main ridge, 
by going up a hollow on the left, behind successive 
low hills. One company after another was deployed 
in line as skirmishers, and fired with deadly effect 
upon the Sioux, who were within close range. 
Every point of vantage, northwest and south, 
seemed crowded by them. The firing was checked, 
however, by the cry that they were Crows, and, 
before the mistake was recognized, they had 
retired after a general diechar of 
their pieces. Those on the high 
of the main ridge, however, where hundreds of 
them were massed, maintained their und and 
continued a murderous fire. The cavairy on the 
left saw the Snakes and Crows fly be 
twice as Mills’ battalion disappeared om the other 
side after his last charge. A line of infantry was 
all that kept them from sweeping the whole ridge. 
which had before been captured from them, and 
offered no protection from the falling hail of bul- 
lets which they were pouring upon our left, where 
Col. Royall was in command. A moment more 
and our steady advance would have gained the left 
wing, @ position from which it would bave mowed 
down the Sioux who were harassing it; but the or- 
der was to advance slowly, and, as the centre was 
stationary, there wae a fear 1 too far ahead. 
Meantime the line holding them in eheck on the 
main ridge aimed so accurately that a great many 
of the enemy slipped away and rode rap dly to the 
southward, dodging behind the rocks and mounds 
flanks, where from the palisades a 
begun.

A small squad of cavalrymen, act- 
ing as rear guard on the march, were ordered to 
hold a point on the left. The Sioux surrounded 
them and shot them in the face, only two escaping.’ 

Private Richard Bennett's body was disem - 
eled by the savages, and the hands and feet cut off. 

The troops benaved gallanty in rescaing their 
dead and wounded. 

A Corporal of T Company, Third Cavalry, made 
& gallant charge to rescue a comrade from the sca)p- 
ing knife. The Sioux only obtained one acalp, 
while the friendly Indians captured thirtcen of the 
Sioux, who dragged many of their dead from the 
field behind their ponies.

„ CROPS. 


Prospects of an Abundant Wheat-Crop in 
Wisconsin—No Hessian-Fly Ravages Yet. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 
Mitwackegz, Wis., June 25.—The Chamber of 
Commerce was greatly excited yesterday over the 
reports of damages to tne crops in this State, Min- 
nesota, and Iowa, by the Hessian fly. Your cor- 
respondent has just returned from trips covering 
fourteen days and nights, extending over 2,200 
miles of railroading and steantboating, and 350 
miles of teaming, through the richest agricultural 
regions of Wisconsin; and he can assure the panic- 
stricken that, so far as this State is concerned, the 
promise of an abundant wheat-crop was never 
morenatisfactory. The Hessian fly, that takes the 
place this year of the played-out grasshopper, 
must come from somewhere, and he may as well 
hail from that vague region—Northwestern Iowa 
as anywhere else. If he really exists, it does not 
follow that, because he has not yet visited Wie- 
consinin any considerable strength, he may not 
be marching hitherwards with emptiness in his 
stomach and patent harvesters in his muscular 
right hand. —not to speak of firein his eye, and 
famine in hie tracks. All I have to say is, that, 
eo far as this State u concerned, I have been to 
extreme northeast, northwest, and southwest 
222 and talked fally with farmers about crops 
n their localities, and in the localities farther 
west, southwest, and northwest: and all accounts 
have agreed that agriculturiete have a harder time 
in finding anything to grumble about than ever be- 
fore at this period of the year. I have, on this 
journey, metanumber of travelers, farmera, and 
country merchants, from Iowa and Minnesota, en 
route to the Centennial, and to Milwaukee and Chi- 
cago to make purchases, and drummers from New 

York, Boston, Chicago, and Milwaukee hon 
returning from the alleged stricken districts; an 
they almost unanimously agree that the prospects 
for a good wheat-crop were never better. In no 
case did I hear of any damage worth making a wry 
face about, either from chinch-bugs, Hessian flies, 
or any other insects, pests, or plagnes. Many of 
the best-informed of these persons I have 
met since these sensational reports commenced 
circulating, and their information was quite 
as late as any published to date. For these rea- 
sons, the reports received are to be regarded with 
caution. Very likely, in some locaiities in newly- 
settied lands, swarms of insects have greatly re- 
duced the growing crops; but to say that the entire 
crop or whole sections of well-settled lands is a 
failure ie simply reckless falschood; and, the 
sooner the respectable papers of .the Northwest 
blieb the fact, the less chance will there be for 
hese yo mn the grain-trade to disturb our 
markets, bri in upon hundreds of innocent 
families, and unsettle the legitimate business of 
the entire Northwest, as they have done, by means 
of such unfounded reports, too often al y.

WHISKY. 


How the Second Batch Fare in 
Their New Quarters. 


Making Themselves Comfortable in 
Divers Ways. 


A Big Distillery Business Tran- 
sacted at the Jail. 


Progress of the Congressional Investi- 
gation of the Wisconsin Ring. 


CHICAGO. 
AT THE JAIL. 

The excursionists to the County Jali had a big 
ovation yesterday. They established themselves 
in the office and received at least 300 friends. 
The whole day partook more of a grand ovation 
than a small twenty-four hours of a long im- 
prisonment. As soon as the gates were opened 
in the morning a crowd of sympathizers poured 
in, and until late in the afternoon the throng 
came and went, and laughed and chatted, and 
bid a thousand good-bys. The whisky-men 
had scarcely a moment to themselves, and 
when at dusk the order was issued that no more 


should be admitted, they retired to their rooms | 
more tired than they would have been with an | 


ordinary day's work. 

Beyond the attendance of visitors, the only 
point of interest was the establishment of an 
office by Dickenson, Abel, and Burroughs. 
Their distillery is in full blast, and they are 
doing a big business from the Jail. Arrange- 
have been made for tele- 

phic communication with their office 
and Collector Harvey says that their tax yester- 
day was over $6,000. Their customers and cor- 
respondents are taken to the jail to see them, 
and their businesses is transacted just as if they 
were free and unconstrained. The rest of the 
party lend their aid and advice, and the project 
serves to pass away any dull moment that may 


creep in. 

In one thing the excursionists have an ad- 
vantage over the outside world. It is cooler in 
the jail than anywhere else in town, and the 
sleeping-room is far more pleasant than many 
outside the stone walls. Books and papers 
abound, and a law library has been ordered, and 
these gentlemen will soon set themselves to 
work at the mastery of these intricate princi- 
ples that underlie the social fabric and protect 
society from the incursions of marauders. When 
they come out it is possible they will hang out 
shingles and make their money hereafter in ae- 
fending members of coming W hisky Ringe against 
the tyranny of obstreporous prosecation. 

Of course the chief topic of conversation is the 
whisky business, and, incidentally, the fellows who 
haven't been caught. Last night the chat drifted 
upon Jonathan Turner, and some racy facts 
were developed. It appears that Turner operated 
a distillery in Sagetown ™ this State. When his 
bonds were prepared, he came to Chicago, and he 
and a rectifier took abstractesthe latter bad in his 
possession, written up in the abstract office, and he 
and Tcrner induced certain men to represent the 
real owners of the described property, and these 
men forged those owners names to the bonds. 
While Ward was District- Attorney. Turner was 
arrested. He was indicted by the Grand Jury, and 
shortly afterwards Ward and Munn were dismissea, 
and other officers appointed to their itions. 
Since then nothing has been done. urner has 
never been ealled upon to plead to his indictment, 
and all his property has been returned to him. 
Somerville, the present Deputy Collector, was then 
the Deputy Collector of that District, and the won- 
der among the incarcerated is, under what circam- 
stances thie action of Turnerand the rectifier was 
condoned and immunity awarded them.

JUDGE BANGS.

Some were very 
low, and some higher than others, but he was not 
instrumental in fixing any, and consequently did 
not know what was coming.

G. G. Russell. The Judge could not be induced 
to say that they would be called . but he an- 
nounced most emphatically that Jake Kehm will 
be arraigned this week, and sentence on his case 
demanded.

Yesterday's Siaats-Zeitung contained a some- 
what bitter article, charging the Government with 
double dealing in the case of Mr. Hesing.

netead he received the full severity of the law, 
and that on political grounds. 

Judge * was interviewed on the subject, and 
stated that after the second batch were indict- 
ed, and before they were called to plead, they fre- 
3 came around to the District- Attorney's of- 

ce to ascertain how they could get off in the easiest 
manner. The Government counsel, after Consulta- 
tion, announced that they would accept pleas of 
guilty to the conspiracy count, and also tothe 
count charging the unlawful removal of spirits. 
Hesing and his counsel were told that the Govern- 
ment would accept similar pleas in his 
case. Hesing asked if any distinc- 
tion would be made between him 
and the regular distillers. He was told that it was 
a question for the Court to decide, and it was 
never hinted in any shape that the Government 
would interfere to secure a light sentence. Mr. 
Hesing had not received the maximum penalty. 
The Court could have sentenced him to five years’ 
imprisonment and a fine of $15,000. His sentence 
wastwo years and $5,000. In addition, it was 
within the power of the Government to sue him for 
twice the tax onall the highwines which he was 
fraudulently interested in removing. The tax was 
70 cents, and it was averred that 1, 000, 000 gallons 
were removed. This would make the damages 
claimed by the Government amount to 31. 400, 000. 
Thus you will see, said the Judge, that the 
greatest penalty was not inflicted on Mr. Hesing.

in making crooked whisky and defrauding the 
Government. 

The Keves crowd say that Conklin’s evidence 
can be tmpeached by Barpee, his predecessor, who 
will swear he would not belicve him on oath, and 
will, if called on, testify fully as to Conklin's 
criminality in connection with New Orleans mat- 
ters. Burpee, however, has not been sent for.
